CORNELIUS YANDERBILT. 


NEW YORK, April 2.—Cornelius Jer- 


emiah Vanderbilt, the discarded son of 
the late Commodore Vanderbilt, shot 
himself in the head at 2 o'clock this af- 
ternoon, and died four hours later. The 
act was committed in the Glen bam ho- 
tel, and was witnessed by no one. About 
six weeks ago Mr. Vanderbilt went to the 
Hot Springs iu Arkansas, accompanied 
by his companion, Dr. George Terry, to 
use the baths for the benefit of hishealtlu 
From thence he proceeded to Florida 
and returned to New York two weeks ago 
last Saturday. He took rooms at the 
Olenham hotel, and Dr. Terry aud him* 
self were assigned to rooms Nos. 79 aud 
80, fifth floor front. Mr. Vanderbilt was 
far from being well when he arrived, and 
he continued, to fail until Saturday, when 
he took to his bed. While he was lying 
ia bed in room No. 80 shortly before 2 
o'clock, this afternoon, Dr. Terry went 
into the adjoining room, No. 79. While 
engaged with some affairs of his own he 
heard the sharp report of a pistol, in No. 
80. He hurried int» the room, and saw 
that Mr. Vanderbilt had fired a bullet in. 
to his brain. In his right hand was a re- 
volver, and from a hole in his right tem- 
ple the blood was oozing. Mr. Vander- 
bilt was breathing heavily, and when Dr. 
Terry spoke to him he returned no an- 
swer. It was evident that he could live 
but a short time, and Dr. Terry sent for 
Dr. Robert F. Weir, who quickly arrived. 
Restoratives were applied, but Mr. Van- 
derbilt did not regain consciousness 
William H. Vanderbilt, the brother of the 
dying man, was summoned, and arrived 
before he breathed his last. After death 
had taken place, Mr. William H. Vander- 
bilt, who was said to have been deeply 
moved, gave directions as to the disposi- 
tion of the remains and departed for 
home. Judge E. O. Perrin, clerk of the 
court of appeals, and a friend of Corne- 
lius J. Vanderbilt, and Messrs. Torance 
and Sloane, brothers-in-law, came later. 
Coroner Brady waa notified, aud at 7 
o'clock viewed the remains in an official 
capacity.

NO MORE FAYORIT1SM. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—The commis- 


sioner of pensions Las issued an order 
which, if adhered to, will be a great ben- 
efit to thousands of soldiers who are 
wondering why nothing has been done 
about their applications for pensions, and 
will be very unpopular with Congress 
men. The order provides that "cases, 
will be made special only when such 
cause therefor is shown to tho commis 
eioner in writing as would satisfy the" 
other worthy claimants whoje claims 
precede it, should they know the facts, 
that such action is proper. Hereafter no 
case will be made 
special 
that 
is 


not 
brought 
clearly 
within 
tlng 


rule." One great cause of delay in gettm 
claims through the pension office has 
been the existence of the system of spe- 
cial oases. To make a case special moans 
to take it up out of the order of its filing, 
irrespective of its merit, and to hasten it 
to u speedy decision. Cases are made 
special through the intervention of con- 
gressmen or other persona of influence. 
Congressmen go in person or write to the 
department asking that certain cases be 
made special. A congressman has influ- 
ence and votes. He passes upon appro- 
priations and enacts laws relative to the 
pension service. Cases are made special, 
and soldiers who might otherwise be 
obliged 
to 
wait 
years 
often re- 


ceive 
their 
payments in 
months, 


and 
a 
congressman 
is 
thus 


thought to have accomplished something 
which the soldier himself has been un- 
able to secure either through different 
pension agents 
or by .Washington. 


Meanwhile, while these special cases 
have been occupying the attention of the 
clerks, the thousands of cases of soldiers 
at least equally meritorious are so much 
longer delayed, and the service of the 
office is intefered with by taking clerks 
away from their regular business and re- 
quiring them to search, often for hours, 
through volumes of index for cases out 
of their order.

gust tribunal decided in th,- thiot s favor. 
l"ie case is not one of striking impor- 
tance, save that it illustrates wh.it ui con- 
stantly occiu-riiig in our courts. Ihe law 
no longer inquires: • • Is this man a thief I 
Is ho a Bwiudler? Is he <i murderer? 
Did he actually commit the crime lie is 
charged with?" 
On tho contrary, it 


turns its largo manifyuig glass on the 
case and practically says: " Is tlu-ro any 
possible technicality by means of which 
this worthless somndrel can bo shielded 
from punishment? It there is, we want 
to find it." Tho law socks to exclude 
from tho jury-box men who read the 
dailv papers and who are wide awake 
and intelligent, anil, in tho case under 
discussion, nullifies a verdict because, 
naturally enough, a juryman is too ig- 
norant to spell correctly. A thief is 
turned loose, not because he is innocent, 
but because a juryman proves to be ig- 
norant. The juryman was really on trial 
ot groat expense to the public, instead 
of the thief. The investigation was one 
concerning orthography and not cattle- 
atealiBE as was erroneously supposed. 
And this is what they call law in Cali- 
fornia—an article that costs tax-payers 
and litigants vasts sums of munoy an- 
nually 
Our courts have become arenas 


in which technical esthetes assemble to 
split hairs, strain at legal gnats and save 
the guilty from punishment, —San t ran- 
cisco Call.

Blue Glass Again. 


Prof. Schlager, director of a noted in- 


sane nsyInui at Vienna, announces the 
result of an experiment made by him m 
relation to the blue glass healing theory, 
which at one time attracted so much at- 
tention. He had a room furnished with 
windows of b'uc glass and had the walls 
painted of the same color. He then se- 
lected sixty persons who were more or 
less deranged mentally, and made them 
the subject of experimentation for a 
period of tUroe years, placing them at 
selected times in the blue room and care- 
fully noting the apparent effects upon 
them. Ho discovered that the abnor- 
mal]-" aroused and excited ternparament 
experienced a remarkable soothing and 
quieting influence in the blue light, and 
he expresses the conviction that with 
persons thus mentally deranged, with 
whom every other method of treatment 
had failed, this should be tried. 
He 


does not report any complete cures, 
made by this means alone, but says that 
in most cases the treatment has proved 
beneficial, and that if continued system- 
atically and persistently, the rndications 
are that it will lead to complete restora- 
tion. In no case did it work injury. He 
expresses the intention to continue his 
experiments, and calls upon all associ- 
ates and colleagues in the treatment 01 
the insane to do the same, and make 
careful notes of their observations.

WARM MILK AS A BEVERAGE.—Milk 


heated to much above 100 -legrees Fah- 
renheit loses for the time a Degree of its 
•weetness and its density. No ono who, 
fatigued by over-exertion of body or 
mind, has over experienced the reviving 
influence of a tumbler of this beverage, 
heated at hot as Hcanbesipped, will will- 
ingly forego a resort to it because of its hav- 
ing been rendered somewhat less accept- 
able to the palate. The promptness with 
which- its cordial influence is felt is in- 
deed surprising. Some portion of it 
seems to be digested and appropriated 
almost* immediately; and many who 
fancy that they needalcoholic stimulants 
when exhausted by fatigue will find in 
this simple draught an equivalent that 
will be abundantly satisfying aud inora 
enduring in its effects. 


To CLEAN KID GLOVES.—Get one 
quart of dnodorized benzine, one drachm 
of sulphuric ether, one drachm of chlo- 
roform, two drachms of alcohol. Co- 
logne oil can be added, if desired. Pour 
a little of this into a cluan bowl, and 
wash the gloves in it'as you would wash 
anything. After the dirt is nearly out, 
rinse in more of the clean fluid. Usual- 
ly one rinsing is enough, but if the 
gloves were very much soiled rinse the 
second time. If the gloves are of cheap 
kid it ia best to dry them on tho.hand; 
but a nice glove, after having been 
robbed with a soft cloth to smooth out 
wrinkles, may be hung on a line to dry. 
This preparation is an excellent thipg 
to keep in the house, not only for cloan- 
ing gloves, but for taking out grease- 
spots from clothing and carpets, and for 
sponging coat-collars and felt hats. 


ECONOMY'AND CABK OP CLOTHING.— 


One of the most important items in tho 
family expenses is the clothing, e'S' 
pecially as there is so much of what is 
called "cloth" made up -for boys and 
men that will hardly hold together. 
With the average family tho income is 
limited, and the prices of shoddy ar- 
ticles are so small that there is a strong 
inducement to purchase the so-called 
"cheap" goods. It is, perhaps, not too 
much to say that tho majority of people 
buy low-priced clothing. 
But, as a 
matter of fact, they are tho most expen- 
sive goods that can be worn. A strong, 
fine-textured, well-made article 
will 


outwear at least three of this poor ina- 
terial, and it does not really cost as 
much, considering the amount of wear, 
to ray nothing of the shabby'appearance 
of faded cloth—the vexation of having 
the garments continually breaking to 
pieces, the necessity of daily repairs, 
with the unsafe feeling when one steps 
» little high, or puta on an unusual 
strain. The excuse which we have sug- 
gested for buying such goods we know 
is a hard one to meet, being in a major- 
ity of cases tho want of money to get 
better goods. But it is better to make 


« the old coat last a little longer and put 


all the money in the rest of the suit, and 
when the money one will soon have to 
find to supply another cheap suit is at 
hand, get a good coat. As a wise and 
economical rule, one should never pur- 
chase anything but a good article.
